ge sr shagrse gs oo ytd cadeatg mrengedhlvemesarsg 
buildings which plans have been approved, 
for the month of July, show that there has been a drop 
of 9.5 per cent. as compared with July, 1936, the sterling 
figures being £9,501,700 and £10,500,200. The returns 
—which are from 139 of the 146 local authorities which 
normally supply such figures—are sectionised in classes 
of structure, and all classes show some decrease as 
compared with the ing month of 1936, with 
the oe of “ Churches, Schools and Public Build- 
ings.” July is the third successive month in which 
a decrease over the ing period of 1936 has 
been registered, the mtage drop being, for May, 
June and July, 27.8, 13.2 and 9.5 respectively. 

Figures are also available for the total estimated 
value of building for the first seven months of 1937. 
This value is £68,261,500, the corresponding value 
for January-July, 1936, being £72,037,000—a percentage 
drop of 5.2 per cent. One of the biggest factors in 
this has been the decrease in the number of house- 
plans submitted. For the first six months of 1936 
the figures were 82,551, the number for January-June 
of this year being 70,691. 


A good deal of concern has been expressed in the lay 
Press at. the continuance of the decline which com- 
menced in May, and the question has been freely asked 
if “ the end of the ‘ beom’ is in sight.” We ourselves 
distrust such terms as “boom” and “slump” in 
connection with building, believing that they conduce 
to excess. But if lay writers consider that the building 
industry has been enjoying a period of activity, then 
we see no reason for them to relinquish that opinion. 
There are several factors of which the monthly Ministry 
of Labour figures take no account, notably London 
County Council and Governmental activity. Again, 
the check to building imposed by materials shortage 
is likely to be temporary only, and it is to be expected 
that private and municipal building will gain still 
further strength in the future. Indeed, one of the 
most satisfactory features of the statistics is that in 
spite of the drop in house-building in January-July 
of this year (rather over 25 per cent. as compared with 
the corresponding period of 1936), other contract build- 
ing has maintained its position so well that we are at 
present only 5.2 per cent. down on last year’s figures. 
Moreover, the drops registered in May, June and July 
—27.8, 13.2 and 9.5 per cent.—show that a tendency 
. what may be regarded as normality is fast taking 
piace. 

No industry, not even the building industry, can 
expect for ever to be ing its own records. Fal- 
lings off must, in the nature of things, be expected, 
but in the case of building we firmly believe that any 
decline is merely temporary and that the fewer un- 
founded rumours that are put about the sooner will 
full recovery be made. . 


A “DIRECT LABOUR” PROPOSAL 

VV E notice that the London Trades Council, at a 
recent meeting, i carried a resolu- 

tion that the London County Council be urged “to 
consider the advisability of setting up a works depart- 
ment adequate to carry out the whole of the Council’s 
building schemes, such schemes to be carried out by 
direct labour without schedule conditions or piecework.”

We should think it highly doubtful whether, in view 
of its own experiences in the and the more recent 
costly activities of a few local authorities, the Council 
will pay a great deal of attention to the London Trades 
Council’s resolution. 


We quote, in conclusion, this opinion from The 
Builder of the time*: “That the department has done 
excellent work we quite believe; that it would have 
carried that work out more profitably had it been less 
influenced by political parties we also believe ; but we 
do not think it desirable for a public body like the 
London County Council, supported by the rates, to 
carry on a huge trading concern, which, if successful, 
becomes a grievance to a body of ratepayers engaged 
in the same trade, and if unsuccessful is a loss to the 
ratepayers as a whole.” Little remains to add to that 
to-day.

NOTES AND NEWS 


R.1.B.A. “ Modern Schools ” 
Exhibition. 

Tue exhibition entitled ‘“ Modern 
Schools,” which is to be opened by Pro- 
fessor John Hilton on Tuesday, October 
12, at the Royal! Institute of British Archi- 
tects, has been arranged by a special com- 
mittee of architects to show education 
authorities, educationists and- the 
general public the newest ideas in the 
planning, equipment and design of school 
buildings. It will supply information of 
use in the Government’s new drive to 
bring the State school establishments of 
this country up to date. The exhibition 
has received the approval and assistance 
of H.M. Board of Education, and its prin- 
cipal basis as regards elementary schools 
is the Board’s recent pamphlet No. 107, in 
which the new outlook on school design 
is laid down. The pamphlet urges that 
“‘schools should be attractive features in 
the architectural layout of a neighbour- 
hood,” that their planning should aim at 
“ compactness for convenience, and ample 
light and air for health,” and that they 
should “become social and cultural 
centres.” 

The exhibition, which has been created 
in the spirit of these suggestions, will con- 
sist of more than 250 photographic en- 
largements, diagrams and models. With 
very few exceptions, only buildings that 
have been erected will be illustrated, so as 
to keep the exhibition strictly within the

realm of practical possibilities. Examples 
are not limited to Great Britain; foreign 
schools that show ideas applicable to this 
country, and the general trend of design 
abroad, are included. The exhibition is 
also concerned with childhood under 
State educational systems, and a few illus- 
trations have been drawn from English 
public schools where they present useful 
ideas applicable to State schools. The 
diagrams will illustrate matters not 
easily shown by photographs, such as 
classroom planning, circulation, special 
equipment, etc. 

The Opportunities for 

Modernisation. 

Tue Council for the Ten-year Plan are 
contributing a special section aimed at 
showing the need for modernisation of 
school buildings. Examples of out-of- 
date buildings will be shown in contrast 
with new ones of similar sizes and types. 
Some of the Council’s photographs of 
existing classrooms should do much to 
bring home to the public the urgency of 
the problem. The Council wish to show 
that it is the public, as taxpayers, rate- 
payers and parents, who really decide the 
pace at which modernisation shall be 
undertaken; neither the teaching profes- 
sion nor the architects concerned require 
to be convinced of the need. The exhi- 
bition will be open to the public, admis- 
sion free, at the R.I.B.A., 66, Portland- 
place, W.1, from Wednesday, October 13, 
to Tuesday, October 19, after which it will 
tour the provinces. There has already 
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been a heavy demand for it from . 
tion authorities, and the — 
visionally booked until the end o; tom 
It will return to London for inclusion i 
a schools exhibition to be held at Dorlaas 
Hall from December 20 to January 19 
next. 


R.1.B.A. Scale of 
Professional Charges Revisions. 

Tue R.1.B.A. Council have approved @ 
recommendation of the Practice Standing 
Committee that the note to Clause 9 (e) 
should be amended to read as follows. 
The Architect is entitled to the fees in 
(i) and (ii) of this clause when the work 
has been performed. If the work get 
forth in (iii) has been done and the pro- 
ject has not been proceeded with within 
six months of the completion of that 
work, then the Architect is entitled to the 
payment set forth therein. 

In accordance with By-law 38, the 
Council give notice that this amendment 
will be confirmed by them at their meet. 
ing on October 18, 1937, subject to con- 
sideration of any comments or criticisms 
which may be received from members, 
Such comments or criticisms should, in 
accordance with the above-mentioned 
oo. be submitted by the end of this 
week. 


Westminster Hospital 
New Nurses’ Home. 

We learn that Queen Mary has con- 
sented to open the new Nurses’ Home of 
Westminster Hospital on a date to be 
fixed in February, 1938. The Nurses’ 
Home, a model of its kind, will be the 
first of the new buildings to be completed 
on the St. John’s Gardens site, Horse- 
ferry-road, Westminster, where the whole 
of the activities of Westminster Hospital 
will be concentrated. 

The contract for the Nurses’ Home was 
placed in February, 1935. King Edward 
VIII, then Prince of Wales and President 
of Westminster Hospital, laid the founda- 
tion stone, June 26, 1935. In November, 
1936, a meeting of the Court of Governors 
was held within the building, and at this 
meeting Lord Wigram, who succeeded the 
Prince of Wales as president of the hos- 
pital, outlined the plans for the new main 
hospital building, which will occupy 4 
large area on the east side of St. John’s 
Gardens, and is due for completion early 
in 1939. 

The Nurses’ Home and Medica! School 
adjoining comprise one complete block 
280 by 98 ft., and the building will also 
contain the entire hot water and heating 
service for the new hospital on the other 
side of St. John’s Gardens, communicat- 
ing with it by a subway. The entire cost 
of the Nurses’ Home has been met out 
of funds already raised. A sum of 
£150,000 is still required to complete the 
fund for removing and rebuilding the 
main hospital, and Lord Wigram will 
make a broadcast appeal for the comple- 
tion of the hospital rebuilding fund on 
Sunday, September 19. Messrs. Adams, 
Holden and Pearson, FF.R.1.B.A., are the 
architects.

Miners’ Welfare Fund: 
Expenditure on Buildings. 

Accorpine to the fifteenth annual 
Report of the Miners’ Welfare Committee, 
which has just been published,* the Com- 
mittee is to spend about £625,000 a year 
for the next seven years on building pit- 
head baths, which is nearly double the 
amount spent each year hitherto. At the 
end of 1936 over 260,000 miners had been 
provided with facilities for baths, and it 
is hoped to provide by the end of 1944 for 
practically all those employed in the 
industry, at present 780,000. 

This is, perhaps, the most interesting 
fact to be found in a Report which is full 
of interesting things. The Miners’ Wel- 
fare Fund provides an excellent example 
of what ean be done in the way of organ- 
ised welfare by the co-operation of all 
sections of a great industry. It was set 
up in 1920 and draws its present revenue 
from a levy of 4d. per ton of all coal 
produced and a levy of Is. in the £ on 
mining royalties. The fund is adminis- 
tered by a committee representing both 
coalowners and mine-workers, under an 
independent chairman. 

The receipts of the fund so far total 
practically sixteen million pounds, and 
all but about £500,000 of this huge sum 
has already been granted for variots 
forms of welfare. More than five and 
& quarter million pounds has been 
spent on facilities for indoor and 
outdoor recreation, four and a quar- 
ter million pounds on pithead baths, 
nearly three and a half million pounds 
on such health purposes as co nt

homes, hospitals and ambulance services, 
over one million pounds on buildings and 
equipment for mining education and 
scholarship and exhibition schemes, and 
almost another million pounds on 
research. The scheme for Aged Miners’ 
Homes, illustrated on this page, was 
designed by the Committee’s architects in 
association with Mr. E. Graham, P.A.S8.1., 
and Mr. R. Gibson. 

One of the dominant impressions left by 
the Report is that of the enlightened 
policy of the Miners’ Welfare Committee 
in trying, by means of baths, buildings 
and well-laid-out parks and recreation 
grounds, to make our coal-mining dis- 
tricts less of an eyesore than they used to 
be. The Report includes many photo- 
graphic views of pithead baths and other 
buildings. 


The Finnieston Bridge: 
Asthetic Objections. 

Giascow Corporation were asked yes- 
terday (Thursday) to approve proposals 
for the settlement of the dispute with the 
Fine Arts Commission regarding the com- 
pletion of the structure for the £1,200,000 
bridge over the Clyde between Finnieston 
and Plantation. The Ministry of Trans- 
port has made suggestions with a view 
to an agreement, and if these are 
approved by the Town Council they will 
be submitted to the Fine Arts Commis- 
sioners for endorsement. At the same 
meeting the £622,847 tender of the Cleve- 
land Bridge and Engineering Co., Ltd., 
was recommended for acceptance for the 
bridge work. 

The design for the bridge has been 
adopted by the Corporation and the Clyde 
Trust, but xsthetic objections have been 
intimated by the Fine Arts Commission. 


The Reconstruction of 
Mews -dwellings. 

Arcurrects are often called in to advise 
on the reconstruction of mews-dwellings, 
many of which have been condemned 
during the past two or three years on the 
grounds that they are insanitary and 
unhealthy. An excellent summary of the 
reasons why, viewed from present-day 
standards, mews-dwellings do not provide 
adequate and satisfactory accommodation 
is given by the Medical Officer of Health 
for Hampstead in his report, just pub- 
lished. He states that: “To a greater

or lesser degree mews-dwellings have the 
following defects in common: (1) Lack of 
through ventilation and inadequate light 
ing of rooms in rear of building. They are, 
in principle, ‘ back-to-back,’ in so far as 
in most instances they have no ‘ right of 
light.’ (2) There is no yard space in 
which babies and young children may be 
placed, whilst the mews in which the 
elder children play is always a constant 
danger. (3) Inadequate, or in some cases 
complete absence of, accommodation for 
washing clothes. (4) These dwellings are 


situated over garages, from which 
poisonous fumes are constantly r- 
meating through perished or cracked lath 


and plaster partitions which constitute 
the ceilings, and lightly constructed stair- 
cases. (5) They are approached by steep, 
narrow, unventilated and inadequately 
lighted staircases. (6) The landing, 
which is usually ill-ventilated and ill- 
lighted, is used for purposes of cooking. 
and the w.c. also often opens on to this 
landing.”

Shortage of Qualified 

Sir,—I must take exception to your 
statement (in “ The Value of the Private 
Practitioner,” on page 309 of your last 
issue) that there is a shortage of good 
qualified assistants. My own experience 
tends to suggest that rather there is a 
shortage of practitioners who are prepared 
to engage a qualified assistant. I adver- 
tised through the medium of your 
columns a few weeks ago, the entire result 
being one stereotyped request for particu- 
lars. I know it’ was stereotyped because 
it asked for data already given in the 
advertisement. 

I am rapidly being forced to the con- 
clusion that to expend time, energy and 
money in qualifying is foolish, and that 
most practitioners prefer assistants whose 
professional status is inferior to their 
own.

Sin,—We_ live in a mies competitive 
age, and also in an age of largeness and 
expansion. This is peculiarly true of build- 
ings. The London of to-day is particularly 
illustrative of this assertion. I think that if 
our immediate ancestors could return to our 
Metropolis, the huge structures which have 
se erected since their time would astound 
them. 

The opening of our magnificent and palatial 
new building at Earls Court suggests a ques- 
tion which I would like to submit to your 
readers, namely, is this the largest building 
of the kind in the world? So far as I can 
ascertain, first place must be given to the 
British Industries Fair building at Castle 
Bromwich, with a gross exhibiting area of 
568,953 sq. ft. Then come Olympia (500,000 
sq. ft.), Earls Court (450,000) and the big 
Continental fairs, such as Milan, Leipzig, the 
Foire de Paris, Basle, and so on—none of 
them, as far as I am aware, possessing build- 
ings approaching ours in size.

The recent article by Mr. A. C. Stevenson 
in the July issue of the Journal of Scientific 
Instruments, to which your article refers, 
repeats this for “ radial diagrams.” The 
current (August) issue of that Journal, how- 
ever, states that Mr. Stevenson’s article will, 
in some respects, be modified in the September 
issue. Whether this will affect the accuracy 
of the grilles published in your article remains 
to be seen. Any difference would probably 
be immaterial, because the measurement of 
light from irregular patches of visible sky 
by counting small superimposed squares, 
although sometimes invaluable, is tedious, 
and so inexact that in practice it is occa- 
sionally difficult for two observers, with the 
best will in the world, to arrive at results 
sufficiently close to be agreed. 

Planimeter measurements of geometrical 
projections on measuring diagrams, whether 
rec ar or “ radial,” are both speed 
and exact.

vices. The work of erection is done by a 
form of direet labour. The cottage plots are 
laid out by the — director's staff. The 
purchaser and his family (father, mother and 
children) then turn up with pick and shovel 
and excavate to the required depths. Exca- 
vations are very deep, because of the climatic 
conditions prevailing. Concrete is mixed and 
placed in position; concrete blocks are 1 
and built up to damp course level—all this 
being the work of the purchaser and his 
family under the supervision of a clerk of 
works appointed by the town council. 

When the damp course is in position, three 
or four purchasers muster their man-power 
and erect im position the pre-fabricated 
Ten men can erect 
roof-in a five-roomed cottage complete in a 
single day. There is, of course, a certain 
amount of skilled work to be done, such, for 
instance, as the plumbing work and electrical 
wiring. is is done by contractors 
appointed by the town council. All the work 
done by the purchaser and his family is done 
in their spare time, after usual working 
hours and on Sundays. 

All the builders who saw this work being 
done and who later inspected some of the 
garden suburbs were tly im , 
the sense of civic pride which was every- 
where ‘exhibited.

Tue design submitted by Messrs, Bain and 
Johnson was awarded first place in an open 
architectural competition held in 1930, and 
drawings were prepared and tenders obtained 
in May, 1931, amounting to £98,750, but the 
original scheme was abandoned owing to the 
national financial situation at that time. The 
scheme as carried out by Mr. Victor Bain, 
F.R.1B.A., is a modification of the competi- 
tion scheme, and the accepted contract price 
was £52,000. 

The site is comparatively level, and is open 
on all sides, and is admirably suitable for 
the purpose; it is central and easy of access 
from the more densely populated parts of the 
borough. The Hogsmill River, which flows 
alongside the north-east boundary of the site, 
has been slightly diverted in its course, and 
the old part of the river bed now forms a 
part of the site of the baths. 

The accommodation includes the following : 
No. 1 Swimming Bath having pond water

area 100 ft. by 40 ft., diving stage, male and 
female dressing annexes, cleansing rooms and 
lavatories, and spectators’ gallery. 

No. 2 Swimming Bath with smaller accom- 
modation, but no gallery. 

Slipper Baths—male, first class, 6; male, 
second class, 20; female, first class, 6; female, 
second class, 12. 

Also included are: Refreshment rooms and 
kitchens, two; male club room, one; female 
club room, one; superintendent’s office; 
matron’s office; baths entrance hall with 
ticket- and towel-issuing office, refreshment 
bar and telephone; superintendent’s flat; 
public hall, entrance hall and non-bathers’ 
entrance, with ticket office, cloakrooms and 
lavatories and telephone; establishment 
laundry; staff messing-rooms and lavatories ; 
boiler-house, workshop and engineers’ mess; 
and filtration plant room. 

Owing to the low-lying level of the site 
and the depth of the available sewers, it was

found necessary to provide a sewerage pump- 
house, and instal two electrically driven 
pumps for raising the sewage from the low- 
level drainage. Two sectional boilers and 
mechanical stokers are installed for serving 
low-pressure steam radiators for heating the 
building, and hot water calorifiers ior the 
swimming-bath water, the slipper baths, the 
domestic hot water supply and for the 
laundry. The filtration plant comprises ver- 
tical filters, pumps and motors, pump feed 
chemical apparatus for treatment of the water 
in circulation with alumina and alkali in form 
of dilute solutions; the water is aerated and 
sterilised before redelivery to the shallow end 
of the swimming baths, and the temperature 
of the water is maintained by a heater con- 
nected to the installation. e whole of the 
electrical installation is carried out in 
screwed tubing buried in walls, floors and 
ceilings, and the fittings are of special designs. 
The establishment Jaundry is fitted with a 
rotary washing, boiling and rinsing machine, 
washing trough, soap boiler, centrifugal dry- 
ing machine, mangling machine, and drying 
closet with draw-out drying horses and forced 
hot-air drying apparatus. 

No. 1 swimming bath will be converted into 
a public hall during the winter months, and 
the bath pond will be covered with white 
birch sectional flooring, which can be adapted 
as a spring floor for — fixed rigid for 
other purposes of public entertainment. 
During this period the diving “ee will be 
dismantled and a platform erected in place 
thereof. 

The roof lantern lights over both swimmin 
baths are telescopic in construction, and hal 
the area is capable of being open to the sky. 
The action of opening and closing is elec- 
trically operated by push-button switches. 
Both swimming baths are fitted with under- 
water lighting through portholes in the sides 
of the ponds fixed below the level of the 
water. Amplifier and speech reproduction 
equipment is installed in No. 1 bath hall. 

The front of the building is set back 25 ft.

THE NEW EARLS COURT EXHIBITION 


Tuere has risen from the ruins of the 
old Earls Court exhibition buildings a 
magnificent reinforced concrete structure 
vovering an area of more than nine acres 
and rising to a height of 180 ft. above the 
ground. This will be capable of housing 
three or more exhibitions simultaneously, 
each with its own central hall, complete 
auxiliary services and entrances; or of 
seating 23,000 people in its vast arena 
around a swimming pool of unusual size 
and design. The building is triangular 
in shape with its sides 700 to 900 ft. long, 
each apex being developed architecturally 
to provide a main entrance. Direct 
access to the concourse on the ground 
floor from Earls Court Station is provided 
by means of two escalators. Surrounding 
the building is a 50-ft. wide suspended 
roadway of reinforced concrete, which 
joins up the three entrances and leads, 
by means of a new bridge 150 ft. wide, 
across the tracks of the West London 
Extension Railway to a 2-floor car park 
covering five acres and giving parking 
space for 2,000 cars. 


The General Plan. 

The ground floor is devoted to restaurants, 
kitchens, the services and storage. The main 
floor is given up entirely to exhibition pur- 
poses, and in the centre is the arena, an open 
space, 412 ft. 6 in. long by 250 ft. wide, 
eS ee aloaney sek ee by 
one largest single-span steel roofs in 
existence. Below the roof, which is covered 
with Turner's Trafford tiles, is a hung-ceiling 
of acoustic material, between the layers of 
which is a three-colour concealed flood-light- 
ing system antomatically operated. In the 
centre of the arena is a swimming-pool, 
195 ft. long by 95 ft. wide and about $0 
deep, having the unique feature of a false 
steel botiom or platform that can be lowered 
to different positions in the water, or can be 
raised level with the main floor, or to a 
position 5 ft. above it to form a raised e. 

Thirty-two feet above the main floor is the 
first floor containing two large halls with high 
roofs, from the main arena by roll- 
ing steel shutters (Fig. 1). These halls have 
curved acoustic ceilings. Above, 32 ft. 
higher, is the second floor which is partly a 
roof and partly serves as a balcony around 
the permanent reinforced concrete seating 
that extends around three sides of the arena 
and steps down to provide tiers of seats to 
accommodate 5,000 people. This permanent 
seating can be extended down to the main 
floor by tiers of removable seating that will 
increase the seating capacity to 23,000. This 
temporary seating can be drawn out in sec- 
tions through a large opening in the end wall 
of the arena, closed by rolling steel shutters, 
across the upper floor of the bridge into a 
reinforced concrete chair s building 
erected over the upper floor of car-park. 

Between the main and first floors and 
around two sides of the building is a mezza- 
nine floor ere restaurants, kitchens 
and lounges. A similar mezzanine above the 
first floor is occupied by banquet and con- 
vention halis and the connecting service 
rooms. Such, briefly, is the plan of the 
building and its subsidiary structures. Its 
construction involved many interesting 
features in reinforced concrete design and 
difficult foundation problems. 


Foundations. 

The design and construction of thé column 
foundations were complicated by the presence 
of four Underground railway tunnels iadiat- 
ing from Earls Court Station, two to Ealing 
and two to sina: and all ing under the 
new building (Fig. 2). the thousand 
columns supporting the main floor, about 150 


-and 24, 
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are located over the tunnels, and, since no 
loads could be carried on the tunnels, it was 
to build 60 heavy girders spanning 
them, each girder supporting one to six 
columns. These girders span from 49 ft. to 
97 ft., and carry individual column loads of 
100 to 2,200 tons. Reinforced concrete was 
chosen for their construction out of considera- 
tion of cost, time of erection and ease of 
construction due to the difficult site condi- 
tions. The type of design was influenced by 
the desire to eliminate ing in the sup- 
porting columns, high horizontal thrusts at 
their feet, and eccentric loading on the 
foundation soil, which was in most cases iow 6 
The type of girder used is that of a simply 
supported girder hinged to the tops of the 
supporting columns. Fig. 3 shows a girder 
under construction. The girders vary in size 
from 3 ft. to 18 ft. 6in. wide by 5 ft. to 13 ft. 
high. They are designed as double reinforced 
concrete girders with equal steel top and 
bottom. In general the reinforcing bars are 
2 in. in diameter and vary in length to over 
100 ft. A typical design for a girder is 
shown in Fig. 4, having a span of 66 ft. and 
reinforced with 127 2-in. bars top and bottom. 
The largest girder has a clear span of 97 ft., 
a cross-section of 18 ft. 6in. wide by 9 ft. 
Qin. deep, and reinforcing of 336 2-in. bars 
top and bottom, and 7,728 stirrups. It is the 
largest girder of its kind ever constructed, 
and carries a total load of 5,300 tons. The 
type of hinge shown in Fig. 4 is typical for 
all the girders, and consists of two sets of 
large diameter bars crossing at the centre of 
the top of the column where they are em- 
bedded in a narrow strip of concrete sur- 
rounded by asphalt 3in. thick. Supporting 
the shutters of the girders and the wet con- 
crete was difficnlt, as no load could be car- 
ried on the tunnel roof. In general, steel 
irders were used to span the tunnel, carry- 
ing rolled-steel joists just above the tunnel 
on which was laid the timber or sheet-metal 
decking to form the soffit of the girder. One 
interesting method used was to hang the 
shutters from eight overhead steel ms 
supported from the tunnel walls by heavy 
timbers. In all cases overhead timbers or 
steel joists were necessary to support the 
reinforcing steel while being fixed. The

lever spread footing type, varying from 4 ft. 
to 31 ft. 6in. square, Slated in timbered pits 
sunk to an average depth of 30 ft. below the 
ground to ballast or clay. In many 
cases combined footings with distributing 
beams were used, a typical one being 76 ft. 
long, 10 ft. wide, and 13ft. high, containing 
450 cu. yd. of concrete. The foundations 
alone required 100,000 cu. yd. of excavation 
cu. yd. of reinforced concrete of 
a 1:1.8:3.6 mix, of which about 7,800 cu. 
yd. were in the tunnel girders. 


Superstructure. 

The whole of the superstructure, except 
the roofs over the arena and side halls, is 
built in reinforced concrete. The general 
system of design for the floors is a two-way 
reinforced slab spanning between the beams 
framing into the columns‘which, under the 
main floor, are 25 ft. on centres Bc . 5). The

All around 
the arena at the roof line is a lighting trough 
o! reinforced concrete, cartilevering out from 
the beams. . 


Construction. 

Construction commenced in the centre of 
the building and spread outwards to each 
corner, the work being divided into three 
approximately equal areas, each carried out 
by an independent subcontractor. Most of 
the foundation concrete was poured through 
a tremie by small portable mixers, about 16 
machines being used. Considerable difficulty 
was experienced in placing the shutters and 
steel between the heavy timbering of the 
pits at a depth of 20ft. and over. For the 
superstructure, one sub-contractor erected a 
central mixing plant of the weighing type, 
while the others used portable mixers. In 
all cases the concrete was pumped into place, 
a maximum horizontal distance of 500 ft. 
heing obtained, or a vertical distance of 
100 ft. The total mixing and pumping 
capacity was about 90 cu. yd. per hour, ex- 
clusive of about six independent mixers. 
Six pumps in all were used, delivering fro-n 
% to 25 eu. yd. per hour through 4-in. or 6-in. 
pipes. The total volume of concrete in the 
superstructure is about 60,000 cu. yd. This 
amount of concrete required the erection of 
330,000 sq. yd. of shuttering. The chief 
shuttering difficulty in the main floor was 
the shoring of the concrete on newly filled- 
in ground or over pits not back-filled, re- 
quiring heavy timbers to carry the shores. 
The heavy weight of the concrete in the 
beams at the first floor had to be supported 
at a height of 32ft. For this floor two sub- 
contractors used tubular scaffolding entirely 
to support the shuttering, and it is probably 
the largest job where this method has 
hitherto been used. The 2-in. tubular stan- 
dards were placed at 7-ft. centres each way, 
and were braced at 6-ft. intervals vertically 
in one direction and at 12 ft. in the other. 
The slab sheeting was carried on 6-in. by 
3-in. joists at 28-in. centres. supported on 7-in. 
by 3-in. runners so that the load was trans- 
ferred as closely as possible to the couplings. 
Under the heavy girders the standards were 
placed in pairs 30in. apart across the girder 
and 3ft. 6in. longitudinally, and the soffits 
were supporfed on two runners carried on 
cross tubes coupled to each pair of standards.

One complete bay, 50ft. square, required 
about 6,700 lin. ft. of tubing and 900 
couplings. High columns were shuttered in 
two to five lifts, raising after each pour. 
The fixing of 14,000 tons of reinforcing bars 
involved difficulties of transporting to the 
site, carrying long distances from  stock- 
piles, lowering into pits 30ft. deep and 
threading between timbers, raising 50 ft. to 
the first floor and a further 32ft. to the 
second floor, and of fixing numerous heavy 
and long bars at intricate intersections. 
Many bars weighed 900Ib. each, requiring 
12 men to carry each bar. The 60 2-in. bars 
in the cantilever girders at the first fioor 
intersect at right angles 21 bars and pass 
between 26 column bars. Tubular scaffold- 
ing was much used for the fixing and 
bracing of the long column steel. racti- 
eally all the bending was done on the site 
by power machines capable of handling 2-in. 
bars 70 ft. long. 


Roadway. 


A suspended roadway, 50 ft. wide and

nearly half mile long, surrounds the building. 
Starting from the road level at each entrance, 
it rises to the level of the bridge over the 
railway, giving access to the upper level of 
the car-park. Some intricate shuttering was 
required where the road was on both a 
gradient and a curve and where ramps left 
the road to enter the building. 


Roof. 

‘The arena roof consists of seven main steel 
trusses 250 ft. span and S50ft. apart. Each 
end truss supports nine hip trusses 25 ft. 
apart. Lattice girders span between the 
trusses to support the rolled-steel joist rafters 
at 12-ft. 6in. centres. Steel tees at 24-in. 
centres are hung by steel hangers below the 
trusses to support the acoustic — Cat- 
walks every 25 ft. lead to the lighting 
system. A 6-in. diameter pin in a forged- 
steel bearing carries the ‘‘ rocking shoe’’ at 
the fixed end of the truss, while the free end 
consists of a plate sliding on a machined sur- 
face of phosphor bronze. The erection of the 
roof steel was carried out by means of two 
Scotch derricks mounted on a gantry span- 
ning the pool and running on tracks to give 
a travel of 300 ft. (Fig. 6). The eantry had 
a svan of 125ft. with side cantilever spans 
of 37ft. 6in., and was 110ft. high to the 
working platform. The loads from the 
gantry, derricks and truss of about 470 tons 
were transmitted directly fo te columns 
under the floor by means of steel grillages. 
Trusses were built up in place. member by 
member. the heaviest piece being about 6 
tons. Three thousand field rivets were re- 
quired for each main truss. The total weight 
of steel is about 1,300 tons in the main roof 
alone. 


Swimming Pool. 

The reinforced concrete swimming pool is 
independent of the main structure, being 
separated from it at every point of contact 
by expansion joints. It is noteworthy for its 
size and depth. The floor is a 15-in. slab 
over most of its area, thickened to 24in. 
where heavy loads come upon it from the 
steel platform. The walls are cantilevers, 
varying from 20in. to 8-in. thick above the 
wide splay at the bottom. Many special 
details were necessary to accommodate 
the mechanism ofthe platform. Since the 

1 occupies an important position in the 
centre of the exhibition space, provision had to 
be made for covering it over when the 
was required for exhibitions. Rather than 
ase a temporary steel platform that would 


have involved great expense in setting up 
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and taking down each time, with consequent 
loss of time, it was decided to build a per- 
manent steel platform that could be raised 
and lowered in the water to suit the require- 
ments of a swimming pool by providing a 
false bottom. This idea had the added ad- 
vantage that the platform could be raised 
jevel with the main floor for exhibition pur- 
poses, or above the floor to form a stage, or 
lowered below it to make a sunken arena. 
The platform: is built in three independent 
sections, each 95ft, wide by 65 ft. long. 
Each section consists of a superstructure of 
rolled steel joists carrying a steel-plate floor 
covered with a granolithic finish, resting 
freely on an understructure of plate girders 
with trussed bracing. Each section is 
balanced on two hydraulic rams which pro- 
vide the main lifting power at a pressure of 
700 lb. per sq. in. To ensure even and hori- 
zontal motion of the platform, to each corner 
of a section is attached a steel column, on one 
side of which is fixed a heavy machined cast- 
steel rack which meshes with a steel pinion 
mounted on the concrete slab. The pinions 
are carried on horizontal shafts geared to- 
gether so that the columns must move in 
unison. The movement of each section is 
indicated in the control room by a float in 
a glass tube, actuated by a ram attached to 
the understructure. Sideways motion is pre- 
vented by rollers acting in guide channels 
set into the walls. When the platform 
reaches the desired level, the weight can be 
transferred from the rams to the four 
columns under each section and hence to the 
concrete floor. This is accomplished through 
steel chocks fixed at various heights on two 
sides of each column engaging with “‘ keeps’ 
fastened to the floor. To give the usual slope 
to the bottom of a swimming pool, two of the 
sections can be tilted by raising the super- 
structure at one end by eight secondary rams 
attached to the understructure, while the 
other end rotates on rocker bearings under 
each joist. When used for exhibition pur- 
poses the platform must support a live load 
of 6 cwt. per sq. ft., and additional steel 
struts can be inserted between concrete piers

on the pool floor and the underside of the 
platform. The main columns and the rams 
move in concrete pits about 20 ft. deep below 
the floor. (See page 369.) The inside of the 
pool is waterproofed with asphalt covered 
with a cement rendering. Eight hundred 
thousand gallons of water can be circulated 
every six hours through four large filters,

and the water is aerated, chemically and 
bacteriologically treated and heated. 


Other Details. 

Exterior walls are ll-in. cavity of sand- 
lime bricks, of which over seven million were 
used in the building besides a million com- 
mon bricks for plastered surfaces. Interior 
concrete and plastered surfaces are distem- 
pered. About 40 miles of tubing were used 
to form the barrel railing to the stairs, of 
which there are 30 sets. Over 2,000 doors 
lead to the various rooms or the exterior. 
The roof covering required 2,000 squares of 
asbestos-cement tiles. The granolithic work 
included over 1,000,000 ft. super of flooring 
and nearly 14 miles of stair treads. The 
building has taken eighteen months to con- 
struct and has cost one and a half million 
pounds. For most of this time over 3,000 
men have been employed on the site. 

The owners, Earls Court, Ltd., entrusted 
the planning and construction management 
to Messrs. Hegeman Harris, Ltd., of New 
York, Paris and London. On behalf of this 
firm Mr. C. Howard Crane undertook the 
architectural work and Messrs. Mouchel and 
Partners the design of the reinforced 
concrete. The owners’ consulting engineer 
was Mr. Robt. J. Siddall, A.M.Inst.C.£., 
A.M.LStruct.E., and their representative 
on the site, Major F. W. Yates, R.E. 
(retired). The swimming pool platform was 
designed and constructed by Messrs. Fraser- 
Chalmers Engineering Works.

Retvrmns as to the estimated — build- 
ings for which plans were approved during 
July have been received by the Ministry of 
Labour from 139 local authorities (re t- 
ing towns with a population of 17,180,000 in 
1931). The returns show that in July, 1937, 
plans were passed for buildings with an esti- 
mated cost of £9,501,700, compared with 
£10,500,200 in July, 1936. This represents 
@ percentage decrease of 9.5. All classes of 
buildings showed a decline, with the exception 
of “ Churches, Schools and Public Buildings.” 

Following {the figures in parentheses being 
for July, 1936) are the comparisons : Dwelling- 
houses: £5.871,100 (£6,563,900) ; factories 
and workshops: £710,700 (£1,257,400); 
shops, offices, warehouses and other business 
premises: £829,200 (£975,500); churches, 
achoole and public buildings: £883,700 
(£658,900); and “‘ other buildings and addi- 
tions ~ : £1,207,000 (£1,244,500). 

Statistics for the second quarter of 1937 are 
now available. The returns for the 146 autho- 
vines show an estimated plan-value of 
£29,690,200 for the quarter, as compared 
with £32,809.500 for the corresponding period 
of 1936. This represents a decrease cf 9.5 
per cent, The total estimated value of build- 
ings for January-July, 1937, is £68,261,500, 
which compares with £72,037,600 in the same 
months of 1936—a decline of 5.2 per cent. 
The decline for housing alone is from 
£45,913,000 to £34,417,200, a drop of rather 
aver 25 per cent. 

As regards the localisation of work in the 
April-June figures, percentage increases over 
the corresponding period of 1936 are recorded 
for the Northern Counties (14.4); Yorkshire 
(10.5) ; 8.W. Counties (10.4); Wales and Mon. 
(42.0); and Scotland (5.0). Decreases are 
shown in the case of Lancs and Cheshire 
{16.3}; N. and West Midlands (—3.9); 
South Midlands and Eastern Counties 
{—6.3); Outer London (~—29.7); and S.E. 
Counties { — 21.6) 

The mamber of dwelling-houses for which 
plans were approved in the second quarter of 
1937 was 38,215 as compared with 42,928 in 
the second quarter of 1936. For the first six

Employment during July remained good on 
the whole. Compared with June, there was 
a slight decline in al] administrative divisions. 
Among the various occupations, the painting 
and decorating section showed the most 
marked inerease in unemployment. Compared 
with July, 1936, employment was somewhat 
better in most areas; but in London and the 
South-Eastern division there was a slight 
increase in ihe numbers unemployed, and a 
more marked increase in Northern Ireland. 
As regards individual occupations employment 
was very good with bricklayers, fair with 
slaters and tilers and with painters, and good 
with other classes of skilled operatives. 

115,525 men (or 11.3 per cent.) were regis- 
tered at July 26 as being unemployed. This 
is an increase of 0.7 per cent, as compared 
with the June figures, bat 0.2 per cent. better 
than for July, 1936.

however, and this necessitates different burn- 
ing treatment and leads to the production of 
a series of limes differing in properties; the 
methods of slaking must also be suited to the 
particular lime. 

Some limestones are practically pure and 
yield a white quicklime which when s 
to putty gives a “fat” lime putty—or one 
of high workability. In practice the slaking, 
or hydration (both terms have the same 
meaning) is carried out in various ways to 
produce either lime putty, dry slaked lime 
or powdered dry hydrated limes sold under 
proprietary names. These forms of lime 
belong to the simplest type and an important 
point to remember is that these harden only 
in contact with air. Other limestones contain 
earthy substances which during the burning 
process produce compounds like those in Port- 
land cement responsible for hardening. These 
limes are termed ‘‘ hydraulic,’’ because under 
moist conditions they can set out of contact 
with air, rather like Portland cement, though 
they are much weaker than cement, For this 
reason some of these limes, as indicated later, 
are not usually employed in the manufacture 
of lime putty. Limestones containing only a 
small proportion of earthy substances are 
also used for lime-burning: the quicklime 
obtained is called ‘‘ lean ’’ lime, and yields a 
smaller proportion of putty. The earthy 
material is not present in sufficient propor- 
tions to confer useful hydraulic properties on 
the slaked lime produced. 

This brief introduction will suffice to indi- 
cate the characteristics of the various types 
of lime and the reasons underlying the classi- 
fication into four main types, as below, which 
is convenient for the purposes of describing 
and discussing them. It must be realised that 
there is no clear-cut distinetion between the 
various classes, each of which merges con- 
tinuously into the next.

Decay of Painted Roof Boarding. 

An architect inquired as to the causes of 
the decay of roof boarding and woodwork 
forming the roofs of a verandah. The roof 
was of tongued and grooved boarding, 
painted on the underside, with a built-up 
bituminous covering. The roof was almost 
flat and abutted against the main walls 
of the building. A boxed eaves, which was 
painted externally, supported the rainwater 


gutter. The roof covermmg was dressed over 
the edge of the boarding to discharge into 
the gutter. Samples of wood taken from 


various parts of the roof were sent for 
examunation. 

Rerty.—An examination of the wood 
samples by the Forest Products Research 
Laboratory indicated that decay had been 
caused by the attack of two types of fungus, 
viz., Poria Vaillantii and Comophora. ani 
was no trace of infection by Merulius 
Jacrymans, the fungus which is responsible 
for the most common and most serious type 
of * dry-rot.”” 

The fungi which caused decay can only 
develop in the presence of large quantities of 
moisture, i.¢,, in wet rather than damp con- 
ditions. It is therefore inferred that some 
weakness in the roof had allowed the timbers 
to rey saturated sara water, wach 
Unable to dry out throug the paint 
bituminous aaaleg It appeared that 
ant moisture to cause this pecs of rege 
vould cain access to the boarding only se 
the ro! covering or at its finish against 
walls end to the rainwater gutter.

Secondly, the foundations are to be taken 
to such a depth as to render the building 
immune from damage from movements due 
to seasonal variations in the content of 
moisture in the ground. 

Most by-laws of local authorities have re- 
quired plans and sections to be deposited 
showing the form and dimensions of the 
foundations, and that notice shall be given 
to the authorities before cibagoien, them up 
so that the surveyor and the authority con- 
cerned can inspect them. These require- 
ments are applicable also fo the foundations 
of structural walls and piers. By Section 61 
(2) (a) and (6) of the Public Health Act, 

, @ local authority can include in their 
by-laws provisions as to the giving of notices 
and the deposit of plans, etc., also for the 
inspection of work, and all these require- 
ments have beer embodied in the model by- 
laws and will be referred to in a subsequent

Foundations of Structural Walls, 
Foundations of Piers. 

By-laws 23 and 24 require every structural

12in. or not less than twice the thickness of 
the wall in the lowest story, whichever is 
the greater, and (ii) where there is a pier 
forming part of the wail, the foundation is 
carried round the pier on all sides so as to 
project at least to the same extent as it 
projects beyond the wall; and (6) the foun- 
dation is situated centrally under the wall 
or pier (except where an adjoining wall or 

ier interferes); and (e) the height from the 
aerfion of the foundation to the base of the 
wall or pier is not less than Qin. or not less 
than one and one-third times the projection 
of the foundation from the base, whichever 
is the greater; and (d) where there are two 
footings of brickwork, the footings (i) are 
built in cement mortar, and (ii) are either in

ANSWERS. 
Cleaning Down Masonry. 

Answers to “‘ Caiceesrer,’’ Avucust 20.] 

Sm,—There are several modern prepara- 
tions on the market specially suitable for 

cleaning down marble, stone and granite 
masonry. Alkaline and acid solutions also 
are sometimes employed for cleaning marble 
and granite masonry, but either tuted: 
alkalis, or any acid, however much dilu 
are best avoided for this purpose. Marble, 
for example, is quickly roughened by alkaline 
cleaners. The modern cleaning materials are, 
therefore, recommended, because they are 
easy to apply, possess high solvent and pene- 
trative properties, =p ot discolour marble 
er stone work, and contain neither acids nor 
raw alkalis to injure the skin or clothi 
of workmen. One of these 
cleaners may be dissolved in either warm or 
cold water, in the proportion of three to 
four ounces per gallon. A wooden or papier 
miché bucket, or container, may be used for 
holding the cleaning solution, which is applied 
with a — paint brush or suitable bristled 
brush. After allowing the solution to pene- 
trate the film and dirt for 10 to 15 minutes, 
the marble and nite masonry should be 
weil rinsed with water. 

Another of these modern cleaners is merely 
brushed on the begrimed surfaces to be 
cleansed, with suitable brushes, and allowed 
to remain from five to 3) minutes, accordin 
to the thickness of material to be : 
The treated surfaces are then washed 
—— with clean water. As the marble, 
etc ave become badly begrimed, ee 
cleaner should be used in the proportion of 
approximately four ounces per gue of 
warm water. This will then leave the marble 
and granite with a lustrous surface. The 
Editor has the names of the marketing 
companies.
